the Reform Act of last session has been 
fatal to tbo obstruction which luy at the 
root of the difBculties which have so long 
impeded the progress of popular instruc- 
tion. Up to lliat time, although the reli- 
gious denoniinntioiis and a largo number 
of benevolent and far-scoing persons took 
an interest in the subject, the public at 
large regarded it with apiithy. Every 
oae didf iudoed, admit that it would be a 
good thing if the people, wet^e. educated ;

tality, But few felt that the *«rrk Of edui 
cation was one of instant and urgent im- 
portance ; that it could not be neglected 
withoot immediate danger to the State ;

Although 
iho rioters wore not numerous, they had 
Bome severe skirmishes with tho Papal troops 
and, as lar as is at prtsont asoertiiined, lost 
sevenicen killed and wounded. Forty 
prisoQora were alffo taken. . fbo Pontifical 
troops ba'd^atjg killei ajid ^ligl$ Woaodod, 
irrespective of the lives lost by the blowing 
up if the the ZoBavo Barracks. The Gov- 
crnment fully expected this outbreak, and 
hud taken every possible precaution to 
defeat' it. The shops were closad, 
umd'^ail the military posts were greatly 
strengiheoed, and the principal tboroDgbfores 
constantly traversed by cavalry patrols; the 
ciiy, in fact, was occupied by ihe Pootifioal 
troops ia such a rnauiier as to cnablo them 
to repress any raovemeot except of the most 
general and formidable character.
